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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/623,175 on 
May 9, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 and 12 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 9-11 and 20-22, directed to the species 
of Control 2 are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species 
depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 
1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the idle speed control system as claimed, and particularly 
including correcting a basic idle speed based on a signal such that the target idle speed increases 
as the parameter based on the torque converter speed ratio increases when the automatic 
transmission is in a drive range in engine idling condition, and including the remaining controls 
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and structure of claims 1 and 12. The present invention also particularly includes increasing the 
target idles speed as the torque converter speed ratio changes from zero toward one, and 
including the remaining controls and structure of claims 23 and 26, respectively. The present 
invention also particularly includes correcting the basic idle speed based on the torque converter 
ratio, and including the remaining controls and structure of claims 24 and 27, respectively. The 
present invention also particularly includes increasing the target idles speed as the vehicle speed 
increases, and including the remaining controls and structure of claims 25 and 28, respectively.
